Adnms, Lnucastcr, Dauphin, York, Fr.inklin, 
Cumberland. Br.idfdrd. Centro, (Jreene, and 
Erie, from and alter the passige of this art, 
to vote for all candidates for the various 
offices to be filled nt an election on one slip or 
ticket :—Provided, That the ofBrp for which 
every candidate i.s voted for. shall be designa- 
ted, as required by the existing laws of this 
Comnionwrt.ilth. 


SECTION 2. TJi.it any fr.iud committed by 


any pp.r.son voting in the manner above pre- 
scribed, shall be punished by the existing 
l.uvs (-f this Commonwealth. 


Attention is also directed to tlie following 


section of the Act of the Gencr il Assembly of 
the session of 1851, entitled ' An act to pro- 
vide for thee'ection of Judges of the sevenil 
Courts of this Commonwealth :" 


SECTION 4. That the election for Judges 


shall be held and conducted in the several 
election districts in the same manner la all 
respects as elections for representatives nre 
or shall be held and conducted, and by the 
same Judge.*, Inspectors, and other officers ; 
and the provisions of the HCC of the General 
Assembly, entitled "An Act relating to the 
elections of this Commonwealth," approved 
the second day of July, one thousand eij^ht 
hundred imd thirty-nine, and thes»evernl sup- 
plements, and all other like laws, as far as 
the same :aay be in force arid applicable,

of the net aforos.iM. every person, esceptin«; 
Justices of the Pence, who shall hold nny 
ofBceor appointment of profit or trust under 
the Government of the United St.ites, or of 
any city or incorporated district, whether a 
commi'i'iotiod officer or otherwise, n subordi- 
nate officer or agent, who is, or shall be 
employed under the legislative, executive or 
judici.iry department of this State, or of the 
United States, or of nny city or incorporated 
district, and nlso that every meml-er of Con- 
gress and of the Suite Legislature, and of the 
Select or Common Council of anv City, or
